to protect our public water supply. Let 
us not for«et, also, the farsightedness of 
the water-commissioners m this matter. 

Hut the Great Pond Question, like Hair 
quo's Ghost, will not down. Private 
owners still have a legal right to cut away 
the forests. They still have a legal right 
to build on and speculate in the surround 
lm> land. Fifteen cent fare from Boston 
has made the pond all too convenient for 
non-resident pleasure-seekers who have 
no interest In the welfare of the town 
If the present rate of building in the vlclt.- 
Iiy of the lake continues, no amount of 
restrictions can protect the water from 
pollution. We must then face the demand 
for a niter-bed at au Immense cost to the 
taxpayer. 

Let us consider for a moment the’ tiller' 
bed proposition. Its first cost would he 
immense; then comes a yearly sum for 
maintalnauce, and dually a periodical re- 
newal of the sand and gravel composing 
the bed. All this would mean a large 
burden on the public. The Installing of 
a tllter-hcd at Great Pond would he simi- 
lar to a process which is familiar to the 
business world— the making *of "renovr- 
ted” butter. Pure, sweet butter has be- 
come old and rancid. By a certain pro- 
cess the butter is purified and made sup- 
posedly Ot for consumption. It is ilen 
known as “renovated" and claimed to be 
as good as any, hut ils lower sell! ig price 
testilies to its Inferior worth. Now sup- 
pose we apply a similar rea-onmg to Great 
Pond water. At the presen t ine it is ns 
good as the average drinking water in the 
state, possibly a little better We un- 
wisely allow it to become polluted, and 
then spend a tremendous sum to (liter or 
purify it ; with the result that no atnot ut 
of tillering will ever make it as good or 
valuable a- water that has never been 
contaminated. 

In the name of common sense, why not 
own the surrounding bind and thereby do 
away with any necessity for ever placing 
this lllter-hed-hnrden on the taxpayers. 

Perhaps it Is best that that drinking 
water can tel! no lales. Many a time, 
when about to drink a glass of Great 
Pond water, I 11 ml myself wondering 
wlu liter the drops of w hi ’it h.i- compost d 
trickled softly over soil,’ lie! -mil on 
their wav to the pond, or whether they 
reached the same destination after tear- 
fully hidtliug goodbye to their comrades in 
some adjacent cesspool or barn-cellar. To 
say the least, such thoughts as these have 
a di-ipiietiug effect on a man's stomach 

N >w then, Mr. Publlc-Spirlied-Ciii/.cti- 
And- Taxpayer, if you w ish the tow n of 
We mouth to receive some return for tin- 
large sum we have contributed towards 
Metropolitan Parks; if you would like to

off the coming demaud for a tllter-hcd ui 
au immense cost to the taxpayer.-; put 
your shoulders to the movement for a 
state reservation around Great Point. 

Let every citizen, who places public 
welfare above private considerations, go 
on with the light to protect Lake Wessa- 
gussett and its surroundings.

MELLEN OF 
NEWENCIAND 

A Railroad President Who Com- 
bines the Practical Operator 
and the Financier. 


The 8tory ot the Evolution ot a Clerk 
In a Small Railroad Office 
Into the President ot a 
Great System. 

There nre two types of railroad presl 
dents more or less familiar In this 
country One Is that of the practical 
operating president, a man who has 
come up from the ranks of railroad 
operatives to head a hlg system and 
who leaves the delicate problems of 
railroad t) nance to lie worked out 
largely by others while he runs the 
road The other type, evolved in the 
Inst quarter century, ts that of the 
financier-president whose environment 
ban beeu almost wholly that of the 
world of finance and whose mind as 
president Is almost entirely concen- 
trated on the financial phase of the 
transportation problem Such a man 
was the late K. II. Ilnrrlmnn. 

Today almost every rnllrond system 
In this country Is commanded by one 
or the other of these two types of 
men. It has remained, however, for n 
New England boy who went to work 
chasing figures on waybills at the age 
of eighteen to furnish the transporta 
tlon world with still another type— s 
type that Is a combination of the nth 
er two. This boy. who fought his way 
up from behind n clerk’s desk In n lit- 
tle railroad office In New Hampshire 
through the various grades of railroad 
workers until he today Is conceded to 
be not alone a practical operating rail- 
road man. but a financier of rare abili- 
ty, Is Charles S. Mellen. In him the 
two types have been combined ns they 
have been In probably no other rnil- 
rotid executive since enrs first ran on 
rnlls ^ 

Nobody who knew Mellen at the time 
that he was a clerk In the little rail 
road office in ('uncord doubted that he 
would eventually make of himself a 
pretty good practical railroad man, 
but there aren’t many of his friends 
of those early days who discerned In 
him the financial genius which has 
made him such a marked figure in the 
transportation world It was this 
genius which led to his selection as the 
head of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford rond when It was seen 
that the transportation problem of 
New England, perhaps the toughest 
the railroad business had to offer any- 
where, required u combination of tbe 
two types of railroad executives. It 
took that New England boy a little 
over thirty years to pull himself up 
over the heads of others until he 
reached this commanding position 
where his combination of talents, 
could have full swing. If you asked) 
him how tie did It he would tell you; 
by hard work 

Hard work has been the keynote of 
his life He worts harder today than 
be did when he wns n railroad clerk. 
He never stops working But other 
qualities In his New England character 
■Iso probably lie at the bottom of his 
success. Back In Ills clerk days a 
Concord friend, Charles Nichols, once 
asked him to write in his nutogruph 
album. In that album, which Is still 
preserved, he wrote that his favorite 
character In history was Napoleon 1. 
The trait of character he most ad 
mired, wrote this young clerk, was 
honesty in a man and constancy in n 
woman. The trait he most detested In 
each was “gossiping." In those an- 
swers this transportation master of to- 
Juy was reflected. A Napoleon In tbe 


transportation business many might 
call him 

Perhaps the first stroke of genius 
Mellen displayed was In Ids selection 
of the rnllrond business, for his fa- 
ther. (Jeorgp Kingsbury Mellen. was 
a batter. The son. Charles S Mellen, 
was horn In Lowell. Mass . Aug Id, 
1X51. hut the family wns an old New 
Hampshire one and moved to Concord 
when he was four years old Although 
Ills fat her had a good business ill Con 
cord young Mellen no sooner gradual 
*hI from the Concord high school In 
t si *n than tie picked out the )oh of a 
clerk In the Northern lia dread's station 
In Concord, paying a month, as the 
beginning of his career lie was neat 
In dress and pleasant In manner, and 
he trepan mastering the railroad busi- 
ness then and there lie never look 
ed at the clock After three years lie 
switched as n clerk to the Vermont 
Central, but returned in a few mondial 
to Concord and the Northern road, lie 
was still n clerk, but he was good at 
figures, and he went ahead In 18X0 
he had got up far enough to be assist- 
ant to the general manager of the Boa- 
ton nnd Lowell. In 1883 he wns su- 
perintendent and then. In 1X84, wns 
made general superintendent. From 
being n clerk he had learned to run a 
railroad, to operate Its trains as well 
as look after Its receipts, nnd had (lick- 
ed out the traffic end of the railroad 
game as the biggest thing to know

about IL In that he was shrewd, ns 
any railroad mnn will concede Long 
before he became head of New Eng 
Innd’s transportation lines lie was 
known among railroad men as one of 
the grentest trntlic men In the railroad 
world! It was not long before he be- 
gan to show that in addition to being 
a remarkable traffic expert he coum 
be a underfill financial manager as 
well. 

First he built up the Boston and Low- 
ell, while holding the job of general 
superintendent Then he went to the 
Union Pacific to become assistant 
manager nnd finally general traffic 
manager, and then he came back to 
tlie East and as general mau.igcr laiilt 
iqi tile old New York and New Eng- 
land roud. 

By lSfiii this New England boy, who 
had started in on railroad ledgers just 
lyter he got through high school, wns 
made vice president of the New York. 
New Haven and Hartford. In 18H7 
he was picked to rehabilitate the 
Northern Pacific railroad, and then 
there came into prominence not alone 
his familiarity with the technical side 
of the business, but a grasp of finan- 
cial problems seldom seen outside 
those whose training had been in the 
banking business 

Tlie man who had first made film 
self a railroad traffic expert nnd then 
u rnllrond financier quickly became a 
familiar figure throughout ull tbe great 


Northwest. He wns still concerned 
I chiefly with the nctnnl operation of a 
railroad lie converted a poorly built 
rnllrond Into one of the best construct- 
ed systems In this country and saw 
Its net earnings almost doubled No 
hod\ ever fowled him. In limit the di- 
rectors of the New Haven elected him 
president of the road, and It whs then 
that the former New England rnllrond 
clerk returned to his native heath to 
solve the difficult transportation prob 
lem which Its very peculiar geography 
and other conditions presented, a 
problem which lots required all the 
knowledge accumulated in those curly 
years of practical operating work and 
In addition, that wonderful faculty for 
carrying through large financial mat 
tors which lias distinguished Ills Inter 
years. With the same remarkable ns 
sidulty which characterized Ills work 
in the rnllrond office at Concord Mr 
Mellon has gone at this task that hns 
meant so much for New England -the 
Job of giving New England a unified 
transportation system-putting Into It 
even more energy than he had applied 
In the Northwest. What he tins nc 
eompllshed Is known only too well. 
It could have been done only by a man 
who had the railroad business from 
the bottom up at his finger tips and 
was at the same time a master of 
finance. 

And yet this product of a small New 
England town, thla mnn who has knit 
a great railroad system of many dif- 
ferent elements together, who has made 
electrification a fact and not a fnney, 
has all the while been able to see the 
fun In life. He Is a fine public speak- 
er. He Is also a wit There hnve been 
few occasions when public meetings 
at which he has appeared hnve not 
been Illuminated with his witty sal- 
lies, revealing a side to his nature of 
which many are Ignorant. 

Once he faced a crowd of angry com- 
muters at a public service commission 
hcnrlng In New York. They had come 
to bait him, believing him to be an 
ogre. To their evident surprise, they 
found confronting them the most gen- 
ial of men. whose Jokes nnd pleas 
antrics completely disarmed them To 
his plea not to strip ids railroad hare 
they had retorted that when It came to 
the stripping process commuters didn't 
hnve anything like the opportunity the 
railroad had 

“And that’s the reason I keep my 
hair short.” quickly came President 
Mellen’s response, and one look at his 
head convulsed those same commuters 
It was the same when the mnn who 
faced them so pleasantly remarked In 
similar good humor that there were 
always some people traveling on a 
railroad who expeeted to ride free “and 
hnve a chromo thrown In.” The spirit 
of the gathering Instantly was chang- 
ed by Mr Mellen’s nimble wit. They 
went away his friends Before legis- 
lative bodies or In the congenial prl 
vney of tils New Haven club ho hns 
evidenced tills same faculty for seeing 
the fun In tilings He Is also full of 
sentiment, particularly In connection 
with things relating to New England 
Ho l« a book lover whose chief hobby 
Is tils library He Is also a musician 
He studied music when n boy nrd hns 
never lost his love for It. 

Notwithstanding an Impression to 
The contrary, he Is the most Demount t- 
I'- and entertaining of men. with a 
great sense of justice. His recogni- 
tion of old friends In Concord Is a by 
■ word, and to this day many In thnt 
New England town recall how when 
diphtheria visited the Mellen home 
and one after another of the family 
j was stricken. Including the mother, 
the mini who Is now the head of New 
England's transportation system turn- 
ed to and did the nursing for them nil 

Such Is the mnn who from that early 
job In Coneord has risen to the top of 
the transportation business, a good 
talker, a delightful host nnd entertain 
er whose hospitality at Stockhridge Is 
famous, n favorite at all reunions, 
whether It be his associates of todny 
or the fellow employees of Ills youth, n 
keen philosopher, but a railroad man 
above ull and of almost a unique type.

Snell derlnrps tlmt If the law dpfendod 
whnt was considered the legit Imntc 
claim of the bnker to n proper llvell 
hood It Was eqiinlly solicitous for the 
welfare of his customers and was most 
severe upon the baker who sold bread 
deficient In weight or quality. 

For the llrat offense he was drawn 
on a hurdle through the principal 
streets, which would be thronged with 
people nnd foul with traffic, with the 
offending loaf suspended from Ills neck. 
From a pen nnd Ink skigcli of this core 
mony It appears that the unhappy 
tradesman wore neither shoes nor 
stockings nnd had his nrms strapped 
to his sides. It seems nlso that two 
horses drew the hurdle, which suggests 
that It rattled along nt a pretty lively 
pnee. ' 

For the second offense the bnker en 
Joyed nnother ride u|wn the hurdle nnd 
then underwent an hour’s exposure in 
the pillory. If he proved so Incorrigi- 
ble as to commit the offense a third 
time his oven was demolished and he 
was forbidden to follow Ids trade.

Daniel c. Earle for nearly half a cen- 
tury one uf the best known and most 
active citizens of East Weymouth passed 
away iu Lynn where he has resided with 
a daughter for a number of years, on 
Thursday of last week. 

Di ceased was born iu Poughkeepsie, N. 
Y. in 1832 and at the age of 4 years was 
left an orphan and his boyhood days were 
passed iu the vanity of his birthplace. 

When a lad of 18 years he eaiue to 
Massachusetts working for a while at 
Warehum aud then coming to East Wey- 
mouth. Mr. Earle was uu active worker 
In the temperance cause aud at his death 
was the oldest Sou of Teinpet unce in this 
stale, the Cougiegaiional elitireh at East 
Wey iiinut Ii wits also au organization 
w hicli had in him a faithful worker and 
ait hough absent has alw ays retained his 
iiiciiihcrsiiip with ii. lie was a republican 
of rcpulidcHiiH, voting for John ('. Fre- 
mont iu 1 8515 and for every republican 
president since that time. 

In 18(52 Mr. Earle went to the front and 
saw active service in Co A., 42 Ma-s and 
since its organization lias been a laetoi in 
Grand Army altairs In East Weymouth 
he became affiliated with Crescent Lodge 
1 (l. (). K and In Lynn with Mi. Carmel 
Lodge A K £ A M. 

Funeral services were held in Lynn on 
Saturday mid Sunday the remains were 
brought to East Weymouth and were 
committed to their flual resting place iu 
the family lot. 

In 1852 Mr Earle was united in marri- 
age to Miss Mary E Joliiisouof Plymouth, 
N S , by Kev. Joshua Emery ot the Old 
North church, Weymouth Mrs Earle 
passed away several years ago and 
they are now survived by three sons, 
Wentworth J. Earle, postmaster at Co- 
hassett ; William C Earle, head of the 
weighing department in tin- custom house 
Boston, w hose home is in East Weymouth 
uud Wallace D Earle, of Lyun; two 
daughters, Mrs E H I'avlur of Hyde 
Paik and Miss Eva L Earle of Lynn.

Have n supply of good milking stools 
in the dairy barn, but use them for milk- 
ing purposes, and not for beating the 
cows. 

Profitable farming and gardening calls 
for more thought put Into the business, 
hui it also calls for considerable labor, 
and that given at the right time. 

Ir you want eggs next winter, you must 
gei some of this year's chickens hatched 
nitghtv soon. Tills Is the most Important 
consideration In getting winter eggs. 

Among the crops which may he used 
for summer fowling, barley Is one of the 
best, although It does not yield as much 
as many others; oats yield better and 
a very excellent feed both wluter and 
summer. 

One reason w hy late-hatched chicks do 
not thrive as weli as ones hatched earlier 
Is because they have moie peals to con- 
tend with. If they are kept free from 
lice and “Jiggers," they will thrive as well 
as the early-hatched broods. 

I)o not allow rat«, cats and other ani- 
mals to eat up your chicks as fast as they 
are hatched. Make ratproof coops by 
using small meshed poultry netting or 
heavy w Ire cloth. Good coops and brood- 
ers art* good investments. 

A good steel-toothed rake is au excel- 
lent tool for garden making and It may be 
used in cultivating the crops all summer. 
It is a good tool for making the surface 
soil flue for holding moisture. 

April Is the very best month to set out 
a new strawberry bed, although soii.e 
climates will permit of this being done 
earlier, and many successful beds are set 
out us late as June 15. Select well drained 
warm land which has been used for a gul- 
den patch the previous year, If possible. 
Perfect drainage is highly important for 
strawberries. 

Ordinarily, spring p. anting of fruit trees 
is more or less of a failure because the 
work is done hurriedly and improperly. 
One of the essentials in mnkiug young re- 
set trees live and grow through the llrst 
summer is good soil contact for ilia routs. 
In many cases spring planting Is done un- 
der pressure of other spring work, and s 
a consequence tin holes for the tiees an- 
not dug deep enough and the soli is not 
covered flrmly and deeply enough alee t 
the roots. 

The really critical period of a chick’s 
life is the tlrst six or eight weeks. Dot- 
ing tins time the heaviest mortality oc- 
curs aud, what is equally important, the 
future vigor and development of the stock 
largely determined. It pays iu many wax s 
to give the little fedows the closest u - 
tention during this time, since the results 
have sueli an important heating on the fu- 
ture of the business. 

Farmers, of all people, have the prerog- 
ative of being idealists. Ideal farm life 
is not all big crops, tine live stock and 
money Iu the hank. It Is more t ban these. 
The country home should he the prom'* 
item theme of every farmer. Our country 
homes are much better than they were in 
data gone by, but they still can be made 
much better and more beautiful. The 
bouse itself is not the home, but the film- 
ily, the house ami the grounds about the 
house. Nowhere are conditions more fa- 
vorable than on the farm for beautiful 
homes 

A grindstone should be nt least three 
feet in diameter and two ami one-half to 
three inches in thickness, having a bevel 
on each side of the face for grinding pur- 
poses. It should lie quite free from hard 
-pots of iron pyrites, which are injurious 
to tools, although these may he taken out 
with a sharp-pointed punch. If it Is net 
centered truly it will work out of shape, 
uud soon require trueiiig up. It shoulh 
tie run as fast as possible, us it will wotk 
better and quicker. 

Allowing work to pile up for spring is 
what lays heavy burdens on teams at a 
time when they are soft and least able to 
stand long days of hard work It is 
simply a shame the way some farmers 
work jheir horses the llr»t line days of 
spiing. .Most far liters say that the horses 
have lie« n Idle and resting all wlul<r and 
now they should he able to rush- Not so; 
for having been Idle for so long a time 
| means softness of muscles aud vital or- 
| guns. Spring is u good time to Injure 
horses w ith rush work. Instead of rush- ' 
lug them at this season, they should te 
worked very moderately till their muscles ! 
have become hardened 

l’laut early potatoes about May 1st 
Late potatoes about June 1st. The early 
seed should be sprouted two weeks, then 
cut inio pieces with two sprouts or eyes 
to each piece. Sow four iucher deep, 1 
foot by 2 feet apart. Late potatoes need 
not be sprouted. Have seed bed aud bot- 
tom of furrow flue and loose. Do not Ut 
. fresh manure touch the seed potatoes.

TWO ALARM FIRE. 

Four Cottages at Wessagusett Totally 
Destroyed Last Friday Night. 

A serious coullagaiioii was narrowly 
averted at Wessagussett beach, North 
Weymouth last Friday afternoon, when 
the elllcieut work of the A rumen. coupled 
with tint rain, con 11 tied a brisk blaze to 
four small cottages. 

While William H. Gralfain of lVcksuot 
road, North Weymouth, was at wotk in 
his cottage, ustug a gasolene torch, the 
torch exploded aud in a very short time 
the entire structure was iu flames. A tele- 
plume call was sent to the store of I). A. 
Jones at Thomas’ Corner and an alarm 
was pulled iu iroiii box 17. A few min- 
utes later au alarm from a box at Wessa- 
gussett was giveu and apparatus from 
East Weymouth, Weymouth ami Wey- 
mouth Heights raced over the road to the 
seme of action. 

The Ward 1 rpparatus made good time 
iu getting to the lire and found three of 
the cottages practically ruined and a 
fourth tu (lames. With the arrival of 
more hose carriages aud trucks, the tire- 
men soon had llte lire uuder control, and 
the all-out was sounded ubout eight 
o’clock. 

Two of the cottages were owned by W. 
II. Grull'aui He occupied one of them 
and F'rattk Aiken the other. 

The remaining two cottages burned 
were unoccupied at the time of the lire, 
one of them being owned by Samuel Car- 
roll of Fla*t Boston and the oihuiRUy- Mrs. 
Jeannette Condon of Somerville. 

Mr. Graham's loss Is estimated at 
$4,000 while the loss on the other two 
cottages Is placed at $3,200.

Tallwoods, the home plantation of 
the iMmwody family In the west, now 
the |tersonnl property of the surviving 
son. State Senator Wnrvllle Dunwody 
of Missouri, presented one of the con- 
trasts which now and agnin might 
have been seen In our early western 
civilization. It lay somewhat remote 
from the nearest city of consequence, 
In a region where the wide acres of the 
owner blended, unused nnd uncultl 
vnted. with those still more wild, ns 
yet unclaimed under any private title. 
Yet In pretentiousness— indeed, In as- 
suredness— It might have rivaled ninny 
of the old estates of Kentucky, the 
Cnrullnns or Virginia, so much did the 
customs and ambitions of theso oldei 
stntes follow their better bred sons out 
Into the newer regions. It wns a day’s 
rklo to a courthouse, two days to a 
steamer, live liours to get a letter to 
or from the occasional post. 

The plantation Itself was a little 
kingdom nnd Inrgely supplied Its own 
wants. Mills, looms, shops— all these 
were part of the careless system, easy 
and opulent, which found support nnd 
gained arrogance from a rich and gen- 
erous environment. The old house It- 
self. If It might he called old, built ns 
It had been scarce thirty years before, 
lay In the center of a singular valley 
nt the edge of the Ozark hills. The 
Rite wns chosen for Its henlthfulness 
nnd nnturnl Itenuty. The road up 
through the lower Oznrks from the 
great Mississippi, which enterod along 
the bod of the little stream, ended at 
Tallwoods farm. Beyond It, along the 
little river which led hack Into the re- 
mote hills. It was no more than n horse 
path and used rarely except by ne 
groes or whites In hunting expeditions 
back Into the mountains, where the 
deer, the wild turkey, the bear and the 
panther still roamed In considerable 
numbers at no great distance from the 
home plantation. 

Corn, swine and cotton— these made 
the wealth of the owner of Tallwoods’ 
plantation and of the richer Innds in 
the river bottoms below. These prod- 
ucts brought the owner all the wealth 
he needed. Here, like a feudal lord, 
master of all about him, he had lived 
all his life and had. as do all created 
beings, taken on the color nnd the 
savor of the environment nliout him. 
Itlch, he was generous; strong, lie was 
merciful; independent, he was arro- 
gant; used to Ills own way, he was 
tierce and cruel when crossed in that 
way. 

If In Tallwoods the owner might do 
as he liked, certainly he had elected 
first of all to live somewhat ns a gen- 
tleman. The mansion house was mod- 
eled after the somewhat stereotyped 
pattern of the great country places of 
the smith. Originally planned to con- 
sist of the one large central edifice of 
brick, with a wing on each side of 
somewhat lesser height, It had never 
been entirely completed, one wing only 
having been fully erected. The main 
portion of the house was of two sto- 
ries. Its immediate front occupied by 
the Inevitable facade with Its four 
white pillars, which rose from the 
level of the ground to the edge of the 
roof, shading the front entrance to the 
middle rooms, ruder this tall gallery 
roof, whose front showed high, white 
and striking all across the valley, lay 
four windows, and at each side of the 
great double doors lay yet another two 
windows. On either side of the pillars 
and In each story yet other two nd 
milted light to tlic great rooms, and i 
In the completed wing which lay at I 
one side of the main building deep' 
embrasures came down almost to the 
level of tin* ground, well hidden by the 
grouped shrubbery which grew close 
to tin* walls. The visitor approaching 
up the straight gravel walk might not 
have noticed tin* heavy iron liars 
which covered these, giving tin* place j 
something the look of a Jail or a for- 
tress. 

Tradition had it that the reason tin* 
building had never been completed 
wsis that the old master Would have 
been obliged to cut down a favorite 
elm In order to make room for it. and 
tie had declared that since his wife I 
had died and nil Ids children hut one 1 
had followed her, the house was large 
enough as It was. 

Straight through the mid body of 
the house ran u wide hall. To the left. ' 
IsMond the existing wing, lay the fenc- 
ed vegetable gardens, where grew 
rankly all manner of provender in- 
tended for tin- Ixiuuteoiis table, wli me 
Ih»isi it was that, save for sir a** and 
cofTi-e. nothing was used at Tdlvvoods 
which was not grown upon its gt-ouuils.

course thnt Wnrvllle Ounwod.v should 
he chosen to the state legislature. So 
chosen, he had through sheer force of 
Ills commanding nature enslly become 
a leader among men not without 
strength nnd Individuality, a self con- 
tained man who never lacked money, 
who never lacked wit. whose hand 
was heavy, whose tongue was keen, 
whose mlml was strong nnd whose 
purse was ever open. 

The state which had produced a Bou- 
ton was now building up a rival to 
Benton. That giant, then rounding out 
a history of thirty years’ continuous 
service In the senate of t lie United 
States, unlike the men of tills wenket 
day, reserved the right to Ids own hon- 
est and personal political belief. He 
steadily refused to countenance the ex- 
tending of slavery, although himself a 
holder of slaves; and. although lie ad- 
mitted the legality and constitutional 
lt.v of the fugitive slave act. lie de- 
plored that net as much as any. 

Perhaps thirty or forty slaves were 
employed about Tallwoods home farm, 
ns It was called. Idle and shiftless, 
relying on the frequent absence of the 
master and the ease of gaining a liv- 
ing. they worked no more than was 
necessary to keep up a semblance of 
routine. 

But now another and most impor- 
tant matter for our note— there was no 
woman's hand at Tallwoods. The care 
was that of servants, of slaves. When 
things grew Insupportable In their 
sldftlessness the master Inshed out an 
order and got what he demanded, then 
soon matters sank hack again to their 
old Btnte.
